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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to Applicant's request for continued examination which was 
filed on 9/8/2009. Claims 1, 7, and 9 are amended. Claims 2 and 10 were previously cancelled. 
Accordingly, claims 1,3-9, and 1 1-14 are presented for further examination. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9/8/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-9, and 11-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims recite that routers "store type-of-service distances 
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of one or more information object repositories and of one or more routers to an address of a 
client" and "wherein the routers communicate to each other at least the type-of-service distance 
from the information object repository to the address of the client." 

The claim limitation is confusing because it is unclear how many TOS distances are 
actually being claimed. The claim recites storing TOS distances between one or more 
repositories and one or more routers to an address of a client. One interpretation of the plural 
term "distances" is that it is intended to refer to the distance between one repository and a client 
and the distance between one router and the client (i.e., two distances). However, the claim also 
recites "one or more repositories" so if there is more than one repository, then the term 
"distances" may also refer to the distance between a first repository and a client and the distance 
between a second repository and the client (i.e., two distances). 

Because there are multiple interpretations of the plural term "distances," it is difficult to 
properly interpret the TOS distance that is being communicated between the routers. The 
limitation should therefore be amended to more resolve the confusing claim language.
